March 27 (AP)—The Allied as- 
sault on . Cassino. temporarily 
stalled short of its objective, had 
changed today into an artillery 
duel in which a superior mass of 
Allied guns was seeking to knock 
out the troublesome German po- 
sitions remaining1 in the town's 
southwest corner. 


An announcement said Allied 


artillery had begun a systematic 
campaign to destroy both the 
Continental hotel and the Hotel 
des Roses which the Germans 
have converted into fortresses. 


A large explosion occurred 


when artillery engaged a cluster 
of German six-barreled mortars, 
possibly indicating an ammuni- 
tion dump was lut. The only 
other ground activity at Cassmo 
was by patrols. 


Action At Anzio 


The center of infantry activity 


shifted to the Anzio beachhead were 
Allied forces drove back two smal 
raiding parties which probed the 
center of the line. Losses were in 
meted on the enemy. German gun 
shelled the left flank of the beach 
head line. 


In the air, American and British 


heavy, medium and fighter-bomb 
ers attacked scattered port, railroa 
and airfield targets in northern Italj 
yesterday. Seven enemy planes wer 
shot down and five Allied plane 
are missing. 


At Cassino, at the same time Al 


lied guns turned on the Continental 
hotel, which the Germans have 
made a gun-bristling thorn-in-the 
side- for Allied troops, and" the Hotel 
des Roses in the same general area 
at the apex of Highway C, the Ger- 
mans trained their artillery on Cas- 
tle Hill, Allied-held strong point 
west of the town which has been 
extremely troublesome to the enemy. 


Third Try Fails ' 


The inactivity of ground troops 


made it plain that, the third -Al- 
lied attack to drive the Germans 
from Cassino, the. key to the road to 
Rome, had been unsuccessful.

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BELIEVES NAZIS 
SAVING PLANES 
FOR INVASION 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE 


(Associated Press War Analyist) 
One of the "most remarkable and 


significant events of the week-end 
was the complete absence yesterday 
of any defense by German war- 
planes during the widespread as- 
saults on Western Europe by 1,700' 
American and British planes. 


Yankee Thunderbolts even 
at- 


tached Nazi airdromes within sight 
of Paris without bringing a single 
Hitlerite fighter joff 
the 
ground. 


Now that's an amazing failure for 
( 


.tiiuer :> grvuv LuliwaiTu v>hich OIILC 
ruled Europe, and it undoubtedly j 
had the Allied air chiefs in London j 
with their heads together last night. 


The answer to this strange devel- . 


opment is of the utmost importance i 
to us; and one which shouldn't be; 
jumped at. We should be most un- i 
wise, it seems to me, to rush to the 
conclusion that Hitler no longer is I 
capable of flinging a defense air- 
fcrce into the air. We shall hear 
plenty 
from the Luftwaffe before 


the war is over. The true solution 
of our mystery probably is this: 


1. The Luftwaffe has been vastly 


reduced in strength*by losses in 
battle and through Allied bombing. 
There lias been such wholesale de- 
struction of Nazi warplane factories 
that Hitler no longer can replace 
the destroyed airplanes. 


Need Planes In East 


2. The terrific Red onslaught on 


the eastern front is calling for every 
warplane the Fuehrer can spare. 
This doesnt mean that he has 
stripped western Europe of air pow- 
er. It probably does mean that he 
is considering what planes he has 
there for use against the coming 
Allied invasion. He has been de- 
pending more and more recently on 
anti-aircraft guns to ward off Allied 
attacks. Also he may be reorgan- 
izing some air units. 


It requires no imagination to un- 


derstand the Nazi need for'defensive 
air power as they flee before the 
onrushing Red armies. The arrival 
of the Russians at the Prut river— 
frontier of Rumania—after their 
epic drive of more than 800 miles 
from Stalingrad, and their continu- 
ing thrust into "Poland, not only set 
the triumphal 
guns 
of Moscow 


booming but brought from. British 
Premier Churchill the assertion that 
the Russian feat "constitutes 
the 


greatest cause of Hitler's'undoing.' 
He sprinkled a bit of cayenne on 
lhat by adding inelegantly but ex- 
pressively that, "the guts of the 
German armies have been largely 
torn out." 


Allied Air Strength 


As for the waning strength of 


Hitler's air force, a month ago a 
high ranking American 'air force 
spokesman in London said since 
January 1 Germany's twin-engine 
fighter production had been cut 80 
per cent and single engine produc- 
tion reduced 60 per cent by bomb- 
ing. 
Since then there has been 


further heavy destruction of Ger- 
man warplane factories. Also the 
toll of casualties among Nazi planes 
has been great. 


In this connection the American 


and British air forces have been 
growing apace. 
Premier Churchil 


in his broadcast yesterday called 
attention to the fact that United 
States air power in Britain now 
exceeds that of the Royal air force 
He predicted that the two fleets 
would produce results "which will 
certainly be of enormous advantage 
to the cause of the Allies." 


He presumably had the forth- 


coming invasion in mind, but If so 
he refrained from giving us any 
tips, excepting to warn that "the 
hour of greatest effort is approach- 
ing."

Washington, March 27 (AP)—The 


Office of Price Administration said 
today it was eliminating the expira- 
tion dates of both, red and blue food 
rationing- stamps from now on. 


A spokesman said the plan was 


in line with the policy already 
adopted on shoes and sugar, to pre- 
vent buying rushes just before the 
coupons expired. 


Another factor, it was stated, was 


the tendency of consumers to cash 
in their unspent ration stamps for 
tokens—which do not have expira- 
tion dates—thus creating a heavy 
drain on the supply of the new plas- 
tic ration currency.

TELL WHAT NEW 
TAX BILL WILL 
AND WON'T DO 


By JAMES MARLOW and 


GEORGE ZIELKE 


Washington, March 27 
(AP)— 


Congress will take great strides to- 
ward simplifying the federal income 
tax if, as expected, it passes the 
streamliner" proposal now being 
cooked up. 


It's designed to eliminate most of 


the complications for 40.000,000 of 
the nation's 50,000,000 income tax- 
payers. 


However, before the enthusiasm 


gets too high, let's note some of the 
things the proposed law will not 
do: 


1. It won't reduce your taxes 


unless you have more than two chil- 
dren or other dependents. 
Some 


persons, particularly 
childless 


couples, will be nicked for more 
money. 


2. It won't excuse you from pay- 


ing next March, if you haven't done 
so already, the second half of the 
"unforgiven" hangover of 1942-43 
tax. 


Must File Declaration 


3. It won't excuse you from filing 


an annual tax report—but in the 
average case this will be simply the 
slip you get from your boss showing 
.iow much he's paid you and how 
much was taken out for tax. • For 
others, the forms will be a lot 
simpler than in the past. 


4. It won't eliminate the require- 


ment of declarations of estimated 
1944 tax by April 15 from 15,000,000 
taxpayers who aren't on regular 
wages or salaries, or who earn more 
than $2700 if single or $3500 for a 
married couple, or who have more 
than $100 of outside income in ad- 
dition to wages or salaries. 
But 


fewer persons would have to file 
declarations next year. 


The proposed law would replace 


the present setup with two taxes: 


1. A "normal" tax of 3 per cent 


of each person's income over $500 
(regardless of marital status). 


Automatic Deductions 


2. A "surtax" starting at a rate of 


20 percent on the first $2,000 of 
taxable income after exemptions of 
$500 for each person dependent on 
this income (husband, wife, children 
other denpdents). 


On each tax, a person auto- 


maticly 
would

amounting to 10 per cent of income 
up to $5.000; automatic deductions
